One of the peealinrities of the foral
world 18 the evening primrose, which
opeos aboul 6 o'clock, p, m., with an
explosion, not very lond nor formida-
bley bat still guite perceptible to any
one who is watehing the bud, It re-
mains open all night,

Objestionable trees are killed in the
best way by strippiog the bark from
them for a fow foet from the ground
Jusl when the foiluge is fully expanded
in the spring, Leave the tree stand,
as it will then continue to draw on
tho storebouse of the roots for sup-
plies, without adding anything to it,
When fall comes the roots are ex
hansted, and if the treo bs cat down
thien no sprouts are likely to suceeed

Wild hollies plesse so much by their
bright berries in winter that many are
tempted to plaut them on this account,
Bat it most not he forgotten that these
shrubs are not all berry bearing.
Some have male flowers ounly, and
these bave no berries. The only safe
plan is to see berries on & bush before
plauting it, Hollies need close prun-
ing to make them live when trans
planted,

M. Zaocharewiez, professor of ngri-
enlture at Vaucluse, has found by ex-
periment with different colored glasses
thet feuit is the finest and earliest
when grown under clear glass, Orangs
glass produces an increase of vegeta-
tion, buat at the eost of the amount of
fruit, of the size snd of its forward
ness, Violet glass canses the number
of fruit to increase, at the expense of
the quality. Red, blue and green arn
hurl,ul to all kinds of vegetation.

Garden and Forest says that B,
F. Bush, of Independence, Mo., has
reprinted from the State hortiealtnral
report of Missonri hislist of the trees,
shrubs aud vines of that State. Two
hundred and nioety-four species are
described, s number which can proba-
bly be slightly redaced. Betuls popu-
lifolia, for example, which 1s admit-
ted doubtfully, probably does noi
grow anywhere west of the Mississippi
Hiver. This list, too,’is cnlarged by
two hybrid oaks and by our chestunt,
which is not mn inhabitant of the
riegion west of the Mississippi.—Chi-
ango Times Herald.

the eost of the finished oil to a lithie
over four cents a lon, sbout one
wixth of the eost thirty yoars ago. It
is impoosible not to admire the dog-
god determination and ente |
which, year after year, has cansed the
acconnts of the Scoleh companies atill
working to show a saving in working
expenses that has practieally neuntral-
